FARM HOUSE SAVED

It is stated that from now on there 
will be no question as to the attitude 
which the La Follette weekly will take 
on the senatorial candidacy of Mr. Mc- 
Govern, and prominent Morris men 
are authorities for the statement that 
Senator La Follette will at least make 
five or si* speeches during the pri- 
mary campaign In which his opposition 
to Gov. McGovern will be expressed iu 
such unmistakable language that no 
one can doubt its sincerity. 
The McGdvernites are quite aware 


of the threats which the La Follette 
people are making, and do not seem lo 
be greatly afraid of him. They de- 
clare they are aware it is a fight lo 
the finish between the senator and 
Gov.

ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 


Mueller, Held For Slaying Bleber, Mil-

bulletin received today from the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washing- 
ton treats of the evil in a compre- 
hensive "way, giving ample recipes for 
poison baits and sprays which; bare 
proven most effective in fighting the 
peat: 
"Letters, telephone messages, and 
individual callers have been soliciting 
aid from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to stop the-.ad- 
vance of the hordes of army worms 
that threaten their fields of wheat, 
oats, corn, timothy, blue grass, and 
other grasses. There seems to be a 
general outbreak of this pesb through- 
out the north, east 
of the Rocky 
Mountains. These worms are emerg- 
ing from eggs laid hy moths that ap- 
parently swarmed np from the south- 
west. Great numbers of these moths 
have been noticed* in the vicinity of 
Washington during the past 
month, 
hundreds of their broken wings hav- 
ing been seen near the Union station. 
Lawns in the capital are being- over- 
run by this pest. 
"The 
army 
worm is a smooth, 
striped caterpillar about an Inch and 
a quarter long and a quarter of an 
inch in diameter. H la rather dark in 
appearance. While normally it feeds 
by night and hides by day, not being 
generally noticed, as soon as It has 
increased to such a number that its 
food supply falls short it starts to 
travel and, becoming bolder, 
feeds 
both night and day. The moth from 
which this worm hatches is brown 
with a white spot on the center of 
each fore wing. 
It measures about 
an inch and one-half from wing to 
wing. 
How Worms May Be Destroyed. 
"If the worms have not ret attacked 
a field the most practical way to keep 
them out is to plow furrows in front 
of them, throwing the furrow in the 
direction toward which they are trav- 
eling. The worms will fall into the 
furrow and when this is full they may 
be killed either by dragging a log 
back and forth in the furrow or by 
destroying the worms In holes previ- 
ously dug at Intervals of twenty feet 
in the bottom of the furrow.. Kero-

EXACT CAUSE OF 
AU8TRO-SERB WAR 


Austria had demanded of Servia 
that the pan-Slavic movement In 
Bosnia be suppressed at once and 
that immediate 
punishment be 
* meted out to those involved In the 
Belgrade plot against Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, recently assassi- 
* nated at Sarajevo. 
* 
Servia was slow to act and 
* Austria delivered an ultimatum, 
giving the Servian government 
* until 6 o'clock last Saturday even- 
in which to reply and accept the 
terms laid down, by Emperor 
* Franz Joseph's government. 
The gist of the ultimatum was 
that Servla should disclaim all re- 
sponsibility for the plot; that 
Servia should promise to do her 
best to capture and punish the 
* conspirators and suppress 
the 
pan-Slavic activities of her sub- 
* jects in Austria. 
Servla's reply was unsatisfac- 
* tory, the Austrian foreign offlc* 
' announcing that Servia so hedges 
its acceptance of the terms as to 
* nullify the effect of the demand. 
* 
Following was the answer made 
* by Servia, to which the dual mon- 
* archy took exceptions and began 
* preparations for war: 
* 
Servia desires sincere and cor- 
* rect neighborly relations with the 
dual monarchy. 
"Convinced of the necessity of 
maintaining such relations, the 
* 'Servian government will readily 
* comply with all the demands of 
* Austria-Hungary which will serve 
" to suppress 
all criminal acts, 
manifestations and disorders In 
neighboring countries. 
"Because the Servian govern- 
* ment considers it is thereby ful- 
filling the obvious duty of a civ- 
ilized state the government will In 
* all sincerity do everything possl- 
* ble to prove its Intense desire for 
* friendly relations with the dual 
* monarchy."

"Unless the great powers in- 
tervene Servia will be absorbed. 
Should the

powers be 
drawn into conflict, it will un- 
doubtedly 
become one of the 
most serious of wars, and with 
the modern appliances will be 
the most expensive and destruc- 
tive, and will demonstrate tbe 
wisdom of a parliament of rea- 
son and justice for the settle- 
ment of international controv- 
ersies." 
General Miles said that Servla 
has about 300,000 men. While 
they are well equipped and well 
drilled, 
the 
country, having 
gone through two hard wars, 
is not financially equipped for 
another war. Austria, he said, 
has an army of about 700,000 
men, and the equipment is equal 
to that of Servla. 
General Miles spent 
several 
mouths last year during the war 
in the Balkan States.

EFFICIENT EATING. 
EV die their trraves with their teeth," said Seneca some hundreds 


"of years ago, and if anything it is truer now than it was in his 


We sit at tables loaded with too much food, and while we eat 
far more than we need to support life, far more than our diges- 
tion can possibly take care of, we talk about the high cost of living and the 
next to impossibility of supporting life under present conditions. 
Now be it emphatically understood that I am not one of those who 
say that being more economical is the way to solve the problem which 
the vastly increased cost of -the necessities of life, and stationary or but 
* 
slightly increased wages have forced upon a large 
number of people. If we simply contented ourselves 
with living more economically and did not try to have 
things set right, that 
would mean that the buying 
power of wages would be pushed down still further, and 
we should be no better off than now. 
My feeling about the matter is this. If we com 
mon folks can live more economically and at the same 
time more healthily, let's do it for our own sakes, and 
yet keep right on trying to have evils corrected and 
to get everything that belongs to us. Then if we ever 
do get things straightened out, our habit of econom- 
ical eating will /Teani;hat we will have just so much 
larger a margin tor other purposes. 
Of course you realize that by economical eating 
I do not mean scrimping or eating bad food. I mean 
efficient eating. "Efficiency" according to the diction- 
ary means, "the ratio of useful work to energy expend- 
ed." 
Efficiency in eating is the ratio of energy pro- 
duced to the cost of food eaten. 
Different conditions and different kinds of work de- 
mand different foods. 
In a family where there is plenty of money and 
to spare the noon lunch is always a simple soup, thin 
, 
cut bread and a light dessert. The man of the house 
does mental work and althoueh lie could easily afford rich and elaborate 
food, he feels that he can work much better on what his wife calls his 
genius lunch." 
A gentleman farmer's wife had to plan the meals for half a dozen hired 


men. 
Tbe work was new to her and she gave them dainty salads and fancy 
and expensive foods from a high class grocer's. As she looks back over 
the career that ended in financial ruin, she says, "I thought I was doing 
them a favor, but 1 see now that what they needed and wanted was corned 
beef and cabbage. 
If I had realized that in the first place they would have 
done better work and I would have saved money." 
Foods must be selected not only with reference to their nutritive value, 
but with reference to those who are going to eat them. 
Many foods such 
as baked beans, corned beef and cabbage, etc., which the stomach of the 
manual worker can digest and convert into nutriment, the stomach of the 
brain worker cannot digest at all, and hence they poison rather than 
•nourish him. 
It is a big subject and one that every woman ought to study. Any 
librarian will help you find books dealing with this matter. 
In my home I 
have a simple chart which gives a list of the food elements contained by 
the various foods, tells what these elements do for the body and suggests 
efficient menus. I should be glad to tell anyone who is interested where to 
get duplicates. 
A visitor saw that chart on my table the other day. "All nonsense* 
i 
she said, turning up her nose. That's one point of view. Here's hoping 
that my reader friends are too intelligent and too progressive to take it.

Sirup for Summer U*e.—Strawberry 


Sirup—Crush ripe berries and strain 
the juice until clear, boil a pound of 
sugar with a cupful of water until It 
gpins a thread, but do not stir, Into 
this add two cupfuls of strawberry 
juice.

man. However, all trails are very much 
alike. In every Instance a trail, whether 
It be made by man or animnl, follows 
through tbe wilderness, over streams, 
along the line of least resistance. 


When a man builds bis camp In a 


virgin country be makes his trail to the 
spring along the easiest .way. If an an- 
imal bad come there years before-and 
started from the site of this same camp 
be would bare made a trail to Uls 


ame spring exactly the same as the 
man made It—simply because It was 
tbe easiest way to make It 


Tbe spotted or blazed trail. HTie tbe 


others, follows this line of least re- 
sistance. Tbe blazed trail 1» not * tram- 
pled trail. It is a trail made by spots 
on the tree* with an ax. 


Swinging to tbe right or left as the 


land may go, bnt always keeping one 
point of, the compass In mind, the man 
In making a blazed trail mark* a cpot 
or a blaxc on a tree with his ax. From 
the tan. biua h* loolta ahead. jlnaUss 


out anotiVer'treeT and w~uen"n« reacbeB 
H makes another blaze tbere. On be 
ttoem through the forest, making a spot 
bere snd there to this manner. 


Even the amateur can easily follow 


a blazed trait 
Wben be cornea to a 


•potted tree all he' bas to do to to look 
abend to the right or left until hs sees 
another blazed tree. 
Upon reaching 


tbat be goea throngh the same per- 
formance. Thos be goes from tree to 
tree all the way along tbe trail. 


To return to tbe natural game trails. 


These trails are worn through the 
process of one animal after another 
drifting along over the same ground. 
They ase the same route throngb the 
forest because that Is the easiest way to 
go. Tbe wooda are full of these trails. 


CHAPTER XII. 


Trapping and Woodcraft. 
ARKS In snow tell tbe trapper 


tnat an animal bas passed, but 
bis knowledge, gained from ex- 
perience, allows him a more 


complete understanding, and by .It be 
can Interpret tbe disturbance* all along 
the trait 


By observing tbe lay of tbe tend tbe 


experienced trapper who comes apon 
undergrowth and ferns nnderstands 
why the path Is zigzagged. 


He Is able to tell what kind of an 


animal Is ahead of him by tbe size of 
the tracks and by tbe distance be- 
tween the steps. 


By studying tbe shrubbery the trap- 


per can determine wbat tbe animal baa 
eaten, and if be knowa wbat the vari- 
ous animals feed npon It will be easy 
for him to tell just wbat sort of crea- 
ture has preceded him without seeing 
It at all. 


There Is always some sign along tbe 


tram and tbe experienced man can 
never go wrong. Marks of antlers on 
the bark of trees point out tbe direc- 
tion a deer or moose tans taken. 


Tbe man who knows tbe woods Is 


nln-nys at home' In tbe forest 
Be 


always knows north from south with- 
out the aid of a compass. He la sore 
of himself In regard to direction, know- 
ing thnt 'moss alwsys grows on tbe 
north side of trees. 


Tbe woodsman also knows what tbe 


situation of the son means. If be Is 
forced to travel 'any distance on rainy 
days tbe moss nets as bis compass. 
The moss was the only compass I had 
during my sixty mile tramp through 
the wilderness to Canada. 


If a man Is traveling through tbe for- 


est a number of miles to a certain 
point nnd he Is acquainted with the 
woods and wild life be does not always 
travel In a perfectly straight line. He 
allows himself to drift alone tbe tralle 
of lenst resistance, keeping 1n his mlntJ 
nil the while the point of the compass 
he IS'headed for. 


For Instance. If be strikes s tr»w 


i that bears to tbe northeast and his des- 


tination la directly north be can follow 
this trail to tbe northeast for miles, 
which goes partly In tbe direction be is 
aiming for. Doing this, be is always 
on the lookout for tbe next trail along 
tbe line of least resistance bearing 
straight north or even northwest. If 
It Is a northwest trail that turns up he 
knows by following it along for some 
distance that be has brought himself 
back to his course or even crossed It to 
the westward of north. Conseqnently 
he knows tbnt north Is still to tbe east 
of falm: Of course under such circum- 
stances be watches for trails os he 
walks along which lead to the east or 
north of tbe trail tbat be la following. 


Thus by zigzagging through the for- 


est on the natural trails of tbe least 
resistance be finally reaches tbe point 
be started for. 


In a conntry with which a man Is 


fairly well acquainted there Is no dif- 
ficulty .in finding water at any time. 


Even at tbe time yon need water 


yon are unconadonsly walking along 
a natural game trail tbat leads to wa- 
ter. 
It isn't necessary to go In a 


straight course over the tops and un- 
derbrush and through tbe tangle* to 
flnd water. 


.follow the natural came trails 


In tne'fbrestT from the. siLf.°iT«rto "the 
larger ones, and sncb a course will al- 
ways lead you to water or a camp. 


Perhaps tbe questions may arise: 


TVty do these big trails lend yon to 
water7 And why do the trails set big- 
ger? Because these trails always lead 
to something, and tbe constant fre- 
quenting of them by animals makes 
them bigger. They lead tbe animate 
to something, or tbere wouldn't bo any 
big trail there. 


Anything that Is good for the animal 


is good for the human being. In a 
word, all a man.bas got to do in tbe 
wilderness is to live in perfect bar- 
mony with his surroundings. . He bosn't 
got to resist anything. • 


It isn't necessary to walk Into a 


stream and ,wade np against the cur- 
rent- 
Build a crude craft and float 


downstream''with the current. 
You 


will get a whole lot more out of It. 
| 


In building a ere always kindle it to 


the Jee of your lean-to, so tbat the 
smoke of tbe fire wont poor into your 
camp and smother you. 


I would pick tfae site of a camp In 


the open, under tbe shelter of snrtice 
or cedar, or some other black growth 
timber. This Is perfect shelter, for all 
thfi dew or frost tbat wonld fall during 
the night would 'land on the limbs of 
trees. 


On the cpllla nnder tbe trees It Is al- 


ways dry, no-matter bow damp or 
frosty It may be outside. This black 
growth timber protects tbe ground be- 
neath It from frost, fog, and dampness 
which come from tbe atmosphere. The 
black timber absorb* all this as nour- 
ishment for Itself. This explains why 
under black growth timber tbere la 
never any sign of vegetation and spilla 
that have fallen tbe year before, 
. . 


There la not a thing In tbe forest, 


dead or alive, but what Is of some nse. 
Even tbe dead leaves are Invaluable. 
They can be used to kindle fires and 
also to make a tine top covering fur 
a forest bed. 


Tbe trapping senson In tbe woods 


starts early In tbe fall when fur is 
getting good and prime. Tbe trappers 
have wbat they call trapping lines, a 
territory extending for miles throngh 
tbe conntry. This trapping line sec- 
tion la "baited np"—that Is to say, 
food liked by tbe animals Is scattered 
about through the district in order to 
get the fox. mink, otter, sable, bear, 
muskrat and beaver coming there. 


Then tbe setting of the traps begins. 


Tbe trapper does not work according 
to tbe eight hour day schedule. Some- 
times he Is up and away at 4 o'clock 
in tbe morning and continues working 
until after dark at night. 
' After tbe cntcb the sWns are Bested 
and stretched and dried in camp. 
Without tanning tbey are sent direct 
to market. 


Any one who devotes bis whole time 


to trapping and understands bis busi- 
ness can make as much as $3,000 a 
year. A Sve dollar license at present 
allows any resident of tbe state of 
Maine to catch all for bearing animals 
ID any place in tbe state during tbe re- 
scective open seasons.

Madison, AVis.. July zH.—A marked 
decline in the number of deaths re- 
ported from typhoid fever as 
com- 
pared with 1913 is one of the features 
in the quarterly report of the state 
board of health issued today. Dur- 
ing 
the 
month? of April, May and 
June, 1914. 7,129 deaths were reported 
by the various local health registrars 
throughout 
the state. 
This corre- 
sponds to an annual death rate of 11.7 
per 1.000 estimated population. Com- 
paring this rate with the rate of 11.4 
per 1,000 for 19(»S; 12.2 per 1,000 for 
1909; 11.6 per 1.000 for 1910; 11.7 per 
1000 for 1911: li.S per 1.000 for 1912 
and the rate of 11.9 for 1913, it is evi- 
dent that the rate for the past three 
months is not higher than the aver- 
age for the preceding five years, which 
compares favorably with the 
usual 
mortality rate in Wisconsin at this 
season of the year. 
Tuberculosis on Gain. 
'•There is practically no increase in 
the number of deaths from tho vari- 
ous communicable diseases with the 
exception of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
pneu- 
monia," says State Health Officer C. 
A. Harper. "The increase in each 
ca;:e is only slight and rices not repre- 
sent 
anv unusual prevalence of the 
diseases. 
The very marked decline 
•n the number of deaths reported from 
tvpho-d fever as compared with 1913 
is deserving of special mention. We 
hope that the time is near at hand 
when this easily preventable disease 
will be unknown in this state." 
Comparing the total deaths report- 
ed for the second quarter of 1914 with 
a similar report for 1913, it is shown 
that there is a decrease of S7 in the 
number of deaths reported for 
the 
months of April, May and June, 1914. 
Considering the deaths reported by 
age groupings, the statistics 
show 
that there is a decline of 52 in the 
number of deaths among children un- 
der one year of age. but an Increase 
of 24 In the age groupings from one 
to four years and an increase of 35 in 
the number of deaths among persons 
65 years of age and over as compared 
with the mortality for 1913. 
Infant Mortality Rate. 
The fact that there is an annual de- 


I 
cline in tie number of deaths report- 
ed among children under one year of 
age is a good indication that the edu- 
cational campaign for the proper care 
of 
infants and young children has 
been productive of. 
1 much good. 
Dr. 
Harper says that during a consider- 
able part of the three months covered 
by the report Wisconsin weather was 
unusually warm and "we might ex- 
pect a. considerable increase in 
the 
number of deaths among young chil 
dren, especially among children un- 
der one year of age." 
The important causes of deaths from 
each disease with the number report- 
ed are as follows: Pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. 603: other tuberculosis, 89; 
typhoid fever. 29: diphtheria, 69; 
scarlet fever. 79: measles, 33; whoop- 
ing cough, 18; pneumonia, 708; diar- 
rhea, enteritis under two years, 109; 
meningitis, 105; infaienza, 22; puer- 
peral septicemia. 20: cancer. 429; vio- 
lence 431, and still-births 420. 
Comparing the number of 
deaths 
from certain diseases for the months 
of April, May and June. 1914, with a 
similar report lor 1913, there is a de- 
crease in the number of - deaths as 
follows:

Massachusetts Passage is Avoid- 


ed, Is Now Ready. 


[BY ASSOCIATED IMIESS.] 


Buzzards Bay, Mass., July 29.—The 
Boston, Cape Cod and New York 
Canal, connecting Buzzards Bay with 
Massachusetts 
Bay 
and 
enabling 
coastwise vessels to avoid the danger- 
ous 
passage ' around wreck-strewn 
Cape Codi was formally opened today 
by August Belmont, of New York, 
president of the constructing 
and 
operating company. The canal short- 
ens by seventy miles the shipping 
distance between the ports to the 
north and the south of it. 
Although the canal has actually 
been open from one end to the other 
since early this month, no vessels 
other than those 
belonging 
to the 
owners of the canal, have been al- 
lowed to pass through it. The canal 
will be open to traffic tomorrow and 
will be completed in all its details 
about the first of October. 
Accomodates Big Vessels. 
The Cape Cod Canal is thirteen 
miles long, including a cut through 
sand 
and boulders from 
Buzzards 
Bay to Sandwich, Mass. 
It has a 
bottom 100 feet in width, shelving 
out to 300 and 400 feet at the passing 
points, and has a draught of 25 feet 
at low tide. Geater in its dimensions 
than the Suez Canal, as originally 
constructed, it can aceomodate the 
largest coastwise vessels afloat, with 
one or two exceptions. 
At the eastern end is a massive 
breakwater 
3,000 feet 
long which 
contains more than 350,000 tons of 
granite. This is designed to protect 
ressels using the canal from 
the 
storms that sweep across Cape Cod 
Bay. 
The 
12,000,000 which has 
been 
expended In the constructing of. the 
canal has been spent largely in 
•xcavating some 7,000,000 cubic feet 
of sand and boulders. In order 
to 


:eep 
the wash from passing vessels 
from •wearing away the hanks they 
Save been rip-rapped, or paved with 
granite blocks and small 'boulders. 
This rip-rapping, a large portion of 
which was done by hand, runs from 
six feet to four feet above the high 
water mark. At the 
eastern end 
much money has been spent in tho 
building of a sand-catcher", a device 
calculated to keep moving sand from 
choking up the mouth. 
A River In Reality. 
' 
The canal is in reality a river, 
making all of Cape Cod an Island, 
for there is considerable difference 
between the tides in Massachusetts 
Bay and Buzzards Bay, causing a 
sluggish current. 
The canal is destined to play an 
important part in rne future com- 
merce along the Atlantic coast of 
North America. At the present time 
more than 25,000,000 tons of freight 
are transported over the Cape Cod 
route annually, including coal, 12,- 
000,000 tons; stone, 300,000 tons; 
Nova Scotia plaster, 350,000 tons; 
Rockland-Rockport lime, 110,000 tons; 
cement. 50,000 tons; oil, 210 tons; 
ice 300,000 tons, 
lumber, 2,000,000 
tons and sand, 60,000 tons, while 
regular steamship lines of the high- 
er clas carry as cargo 2,000,000 tons 
of freight around the cape every 
year. 
An absence of fog along the course 
of the canal will make it particularly 
desirable to both freight and passen- 
ger carrying vessels. Because of the 
heavy fogs that prevail off the cape 
at all times of the year many freight- 
ers and barges are forced to lay to 
until the weather is more favorable 
for a passage. 
Indicates Heavy Traffic. 
It is estimated that 500.000 persons 
a year are carried around Cape Cod. 
In the past sixty years, it is said, two 
thousand vessels of various kinds 
have been wrecked while attempting 
the passage and between seven and 
eight hunded lives have been lost. 
Tolls for vessels passing through 
the 
canal 
will 
average 
In 
the 
neighborhood 
of seven cents 
per 
cargo ton per passage and for vessels 
•without cargo, over 500 tons gross 
register, the rate will be about five 
cents per ton. 
Motorboats, yachts 
and other vessels not engaged in com- 
mercial trade may pass through the 
canal for as small a toll as $3. The 
tolls depend upon gross tonnage and 
length overall.

The three verbs, lay, set, and raise, 


cause a great deal o{ trouble by com- 
ing into our speech when they are not 
wanted. 
They are transitive verbs,; 


that is, they take effect on some ob- 
ject. They are correctly used In the 
following sentences: 
Lay your work 


aside. 
Lay your wrap* on the bed. 


Set the glaaaea on the tray. Set the 
dishes on the shelf. Raise your arm* 
slowly. 
Raise your head a trifle. 


Notice that in each case someone is 
asked to lay something down, to set 
something aside, to raise something 
up. These verbs should never be used 
in the present tense without this 
something, which they are to act upon. 
It Is WRONG to say Lay down, Rover. 
I sometimes tell my students that dogs 
and roosters don't lay. Dogs lie down, 
and roosters sit on the fence. 


Keep lay, set and raise, and their 


past tenses—laid, set and raised—out 
of your speech until you need them; 
and remember: 
You need them very 


seldom. It Is only when you want to 
speak of setting something, laying 
something, or raising something that 
you need these verbs. 


(There is a very troublesome point 


in the use of lay, which we shall take 
up in our next lesson; but at this 
time, keep these forms in mind: Lay 
your book* aalde. 
They laid their 


books aalde. He laid hts coat on top 
of mine. He laid his head on the pil- 
iow. He *et the table. He always seta 
the table for hi* mother. He raised a 
good crop of wheat.
